SCIENTISTS AT CONVENTION SPEND $20,000,000 EVENTFUL TRI 


UNITED STATES TO 


HUNDREDS OF PROMINENT SCIENTIFIC MEN FROM ALL| On Reclamation Projects, West 
PARTS OF THE GLOBE ATTENDING ANNUAL 
MEETING NOW BEING HELD IN ST. LOUIS 


St. Louis, Mo}, Dec. 29.—Prominent 
economists, socialogists, scientists, ed- 
ucators and labor leaders from all 
over the country are gathering here 
to attend the convention of the Am- 
‘erican Economic Association, Ameri- 
can Association for Labor Legislation, 
American Statistical Association, Am- 
erican Political Science Association, 
American Sociological Society, and 
the American Home Economic As- 
sociation, which opened in this city 
yesterday. ~ 

Unusual interest is manifested tn 
the session of the American Associa- 
tion for Labzor Legislation, where re- 
solutions will be adopted urging ac- 
tion by congress and the various state 
legislatures on their legislative pro- 
gram, which will include the prohibi- 
tion of poisonous phosphorus in the 
manufacture of matches; investigation 
of industrial injuries; and the enforce- 
ment of labor laws. 

“We feel confident that prompt ac- 
tion will be taken by some of these 
matters,” said John B. Andrews, sec- 
retary of the organization today. “The 
association at. the present time has a 
bill before congress which is designed 
to put a prohibitive revenue tax upon 
matches made with poisonous phos- 
phorus, and as President Taft has 
urged legislation on the subject in 
his annual message, we feel sure con- 
gress will pass the measure. Nine 
European countries prohibit the use 
of this phosphorus, and the United 
States should certainly fall in line. 

“A special committee appointed by 
the president of our organization to 
investigate industrial diseases, has 
made its report to President Taft, 
with strong recommendations for a 
national investigation of this subject. 
and we will urge congressional action 
on this matter. 


ENTRANCE PLANS — 
FILED BY G.T.P. 


Rumored C.N.R. and G.T.P. Will 
Use Calgary Barracks Grounds 
for Freight Depots 


Calgary, Dec. 29.—Plans for the 
entrance of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
branch into Calgary have been filed 
with the railway commission at. Otia- 
wa, and their entrance is shown as fo!- 
lows: ; 

Crossing Bow river 200 feet north 
of the C.P.R. main line bridge, runs 
north across Col. Walker’s estate, 
cutting Franklin avente between Gor- 
den and Methuen streets, crosses 
Ninth avenue where the C. and £. 
branch cuts that street, follows the 
southwest bank of the Bow as_ far 
as the bridge across the river at 
Twelfth street east, thence in a west- 
erly direction and ends at the R.N.W. 
M.P. barracks, between Sixth and 
Seventh avenues. 

There is a story that the C.N.R. and 
G.T.P. will use the barracks ground 
for freight depots, and that the C.Nu. 
will have an exclusive passenger en- 
t.ance via the Elbow river. This will 
mea nthat the C.N.R. station will be 
erected on First street west.

‘Through our various state branches 
we will urge a more efficient system 
of factory inspection, a uniform work- 
men’s compensation act, and more effi- 
cient systems for the reporting of in- 
dustrial accidents “in the 
states.” 

; In speaking of the purposes of the 
organization, Mr. Andrews said: 

“Our cry is not more laws, but bet- 
ter laws. The United States is about 
one generation behind Europe in its 
labor legislation, and we have, there- 
fore, the opportunity to profit by «their 
mistakes. We are studying — this 
problem, purely from the standpoint 
of health. If a man or woman is 
compelled to work in an unsanitary 
factory, it is certain to have an effect 
on future generations. 

“It is necessary that these ~* condi- 
{tions be corrected. Occasionally one 
finds a humane employer, who would 
like to give his men better surround- 
ings and provide some sort of coim- 
pensation in case of injury, but he ts 
unable to do it on account of com- 
petition. Many state legislatures are 
afraid to enact labo laws on account 
of the threat of some manufacturers 
i that they will move their factories 
itno another state where the laws are 
less stringent. 

“Our organization is gradually rem- 
edying these conditions by getting un- 
iform legislation in the various states. 

“We are a branch of the Interna- 
tion Association for Labor Legisla- 

tion, which has an admirably equipped 


labor bureau at Basil, Switzerland, for 
the purpose of studying labor condi- 
tions all over the world. As a member 
of this body we are entitled to the 
results of their experiments, which 
are exceedingly valuable.” —,

senting the company Judgment was 
reserved,

pany expropriated for right of way, 
an dthe case is to settle the amount to

ture, of which the suit brought by the 
Hagmann estate was a part, are still 
pending. 


TRAINMEN RECEIVE

raise of one-tenth in wages. 

Over 75,000 members of the Broth- 
erhood of railway trainmen and Or- 
der of railway conductors are affected 
by the raise, which has come after a 
months negotiations.

The reason for this unusual re- 
quirement by the hotel management 
is that a half dozen telephone opera- 
tors have married within as many 
months, the last two being Miss Flor- 
ence Joyee, who recently married a 
rancher, and Miss Olive Bourne, woh 
has gone to Rockland, Mich., to join 
her intended husband. i 

“Tam not engaged to marry any one 
nor do 1 expect to enter into an en- 
gagement during the coming six 
months,” said Miss Perkins, a comely 
brunette, “and for that reason my 
bondsmen have nothing to fear. 
course, | have received a proposal or 
two, hut | am not ready to settle down

“The rescued (-wenty-one told us 
they had just decitced to commit sui- 
cide,” said Lieutens W. J. Donahue, 
chief officer of the’™Muncaster Castle. 
“Six vessels had passed them without 
paying any heed te \beir signals, and 
all were on the verge ¢ Of insanity when 
we came within haiE, There was four 
tect of water in the hOld of the dere- 
lict.. After the twe=uy, men had been 
taken off we found, qutte accidentally, 
a girl of sixteen years, a passenger, 
huddled in the cabay, We saved her 
and then landed the survivors on the 
Malabar coast in southwest India.” 

Plenty of Python

but only 240 feet of Snake survived the 
long voyage frem th efar east. The 
snakes, lizards, smal lanimals, and 
the tiny elephant had a bad time-of 
it ont he trip across the Atlantic, 
when huge seas bat=ered the freight- 
er, tumbling over (fe crates and 
cages, and causing wn Uproar. in ‘the 
section of the vessel reserved for the 
jungle passengers.

form a large archipelago, some 680 
small islantls in 48 groups, in ithe 
Pacific ocean, latitude 5 nonth, hongi- 
tune 135 icasit. 

The most important islands are 
Yap and Ponape. Copra is the chief 
expont. ‘here are several trading 
stations on the islands, dhe nrea of 
which ts 560 square miles. ‘The popu- 
lation is wbout 40,000. 

Natives Are Loyal 

Berlin, Dec, 30—The colonial office 
today received a message from .the 
Genman jgiovennor of the Caroline is- 
lands, toporting this arrival it Ponape 
with 160 soldiers. He states that the 
insurgents do not exceed 250, «and the 
natives, generally, are hoyal.

Alired and ‘Wickam claim that. they 
were asked ‘to swbmit tenders on the 
construction of 100 miles of the main 
line of the G/I.P.‘near McLeod river. 
They claim what whe tenders were 
submitted anid itihat, com ithe under- 
standing ‘that they were ito wet the 
contract, were asked by whe railway 
company ‘to lay in sufficient supplies 
to carry them over ithe work, jn or- 
der to make as carly a stant as pos- 
sible in 1909. The supplies were put 
in atta cost, the ionbractors claim, of 


$160,260.85. The contract was never 
granted them, and the supplies were 
eventually sold for $103,231.26. The 
jcontractors are mow claiming the ibal- 
‘ance of $66,000, which includes 
itreight,

Commander Peary has stated that 
he was determined to allow no white 
man to have the credit of having 
reacher the Pole with him, writes 
James Douglas in London Opinion. 
He sent back Captain Bartlett when 
he was near, the 88th parallel. in 
his book he says he gave Bartlett the 
post of honor because it seemed right, 
“in view of the noble work of Great 
Britain in Arctic explorations, a Brit- 
ish subject should, next to an Ameri- 
can be able to say that he had stood 
nearest the North Pole.” 

Mr. Peary says that Lartlett “was 
anxious to go further.” So keen was 
he that he actually walked ten miles 
alone in order to reach the 88th paral- 
lel. It is clear, from Peary’s own story 
that Bartlett did all the pioneering wp 


to the point at which he was — sent 
back. He started a week before 
Peary. He broke the trail for Peary. 


He built igloos for Peary. Yet Peary 
does not print a word by Bartlett des. 
cribing his adventures. \ 

Peary tries to explain why he chose 
his negro servant, Henson, to go to 
the Pole with him in perference to 
Bartlett. It is a very long explanation 
but it is not very convincing. “I owed 
it to Henson,” he says, “not to sub- 
ject him to. dangers and responsibili- 
tices which he was ,temperamentaly 
unfit to face.” But there were greater 
dangers in going on than in going 
back. Peary says that Bartlett took 
observations in order “to have inde- 
pendent. observations by different 
members of the expedition.” But af 
independent observations were neces- 
sary on the way to the Pole, hey 
were much more necessary at the 
Pole. 

Until Bartlett was sent back, Peaty's 
story is corroborated. It must be swal- 
lowed on the strength of Peary’s own 
statements. If Bartlett had been al- 
lowed to go on with Peary, the story 
would have been beyond question or 
criticism. ~ Peary’s observations would 
have been checked by Bartlett's. 
Niere wioukl have been no possibility 
of error. In the circumstances, after 
weighing the evidence, the only pos- 
sible verdict is “Not Proven.” Peary 
may have reached the Pole, but he has 
not proved that he did so. 

Peary’s rate of progress after Bart- 
lett left was extraordinary. Before he 
left on April 1, Bartlett gave Peary a 
certificate’ in which he said: “At the 
same average Of last eight marches, 
Commander Peary should reach the 
Pole in eight days.” Peary left after 
midnight on the morning of April 2. 
He reached the Pole at ‘lo a.m. on Ap- 
ril 6. ‘That is to say, he did in three 
days and ten hours what Bartlett es- 
timated he would do in eight days. 

It is hard oo understand whest facts, 
but they are Peary’s own facts.~Peary 
says that the average march for the 
whole journey was 15 miles, and thar 
his own average for the five marches 
after Bartlett left was about 26 miles. 
His first march was 25 miles, his sec- 
ond 20, his third 25 miles. He does 
not state what the fourth march was. 
His story is very vaque after the third 
march. But he says that between 
midnight on April 5 and 10 am. on 
April 6, he marched thirty miles. 

“In twelve hours’ actual travelling 
time he made thirty miles.” But from 
“before midnight” ‘till 10 a.m, is only 
ten hours.’ From this must be,edduct- 
ed the time spent-in making tea, eat- 
ing lunch and resting the dogs. ‘The 
marches before Bartlett left averaged 
only fifteen miles. Here are some of 
them as noted by Peary: 10, 12,415, 10, 
15, 15, 20, 15, 12, 12, 20, 20. That is 
an average of only 14 2-3 miles. Yet

“It is clear that any action on the 
part of the state to provide for in- 
demnity or compensation as the result 
of injury received is equivalent — to 
an increase in the rate of wages. It is 
going to cost the employer more. The 
employee is going to get more. That 
is going to be an additional cost upon 
the people. ‘The cost of caring for an 
injured man is going to be spread 


over society at large, as it very prop-| 


erly should be. 

“It is perfectly clear from a study 
of the German records that their costs 
are continually going down by reason 
of their rigid enforcement of acident 
preventive devices... Their system is 
exactly the same as in force in this 
country, with regard to the mutual 
fire insurance system. 


Must Define Liability 


“The attitude taken by the Dayton 
conference is that the creation of 
liability must at the same time provide 
a way for the liquidation of the lia- 
bility, not only in justice to the em- 
ployee, but also in justice to the em- 
ployer. Unless it is compulsorily pro- 
vided that the employer shall pay to 
some insurance company, or better, 
to the state or to an insurance bureau 
fund supervised and controlled by the | 
state, there is no justice to anybody ‘n 
the proposition, because the same risk 
and the same quarrels with regard to 
same still exist. 

“In the German = situation the ut- 
most co-operation exists between ¢m- 
ployer and employee. The fund has 
been created, the money has been paid 
according to the insurance rate pro- 
vided, and if an employee is injured | 
the employer is the man most inter est- 
ed in seeing that his man gets what is 
justly coming to him aut of the ‘fund, 
and he sees to it that he gets it, be-| 
cause he has been paying ‘this insur-} 
ance all the time for the benefit of his!

ents. These students will come from 
the Alberta college in Edmonton and 
the University and will here continue 
the study of theology, in which the 
new college will specialize. The in- 
stitution will now occupy the posi- 
tion of a ministerial training schocl 
for Albera Mechodists and is the first 
denominational college to be erected 
in this city in affiliation with the pro- 
vincial university. The coming year 
will in all probability see the Presby- 
iterian college built on the University 
grounds. 

Rev. Dr. Riddell, head of Aiberta 
college will reside in the new building 
in this city hereafter and will have 
charge of the theological work, being 
assisted in the teaching by Prof. Mil- 
ler of Strathcona. When the college 
is completed accommodation will be 
provided for 116 resident students, 
and it is expected that this number 
will be in attendance before many 
terms have passed. 

Constructed of pressed brick with 
white stonework trimmings, and five 
stories in height, Alberta college is 
one of the handsomest and most im- 
pressing buildings in Edmonton and 
Strathcona. In design it conforms 
well with the general building scheme 
adopted by the senate for the Univer- 
sity. The main building fronts cast 
on Eighth street west and here is lo- 
cated the main entrance. Two lofty 
towers rise from each side of the en- 
trance doors and in each winding 
stairways give passage to the tops. 

To the rear of the main building 
a large wing is built three stories in 
height, The class, recreation, living 
and other rooms in ‘the big institution 
will be all splendidly arranged and 
furnished, besides being exceptionally 
well lighted by day. Lange corridors 
the length of each flat give ready ac- 
cess to all portions of the college. The 
site is an excellent one located a 
short distance south of the ground 
where is to rise the, magnificent Arts 
building of the University.

"Nhe majority of those who came in 
this morning, will take up homesteads 
along the Grand ‘Trunk Pacific., Some 
of them iwill stay in the city, and are 
on the hunt for houses ‘to rent. 

During the past three years there 
has been a steady influx caf colored 
settlers, mostly from the cotton folds 
of Oklahoma. A colony of them shave 
settled out wear Chip Lake on the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, and appear to be 
doing well. 

Nhere ‘has been considerable 
test from tthe white fanmers and 
homesteaders out west, on whe in- 


nro- 


creasing influx of negro settlers into 
the country. ‘Nhe ddimonton board 
of Trade went so far las tio send a 
resolution calling ithe attemtion of the 
minister of the interior to ‘the matter, 
who, ‘however, stated that ‘he could 
take no action, since the negro immi- 
grants complied swith ‘the immigra- 
liom rerulations and came in as regu- 
lar settlers. 

iIt was somathing like 12 below zero 
this morning, and the south wind was 
blowing keen ‘from the open priinis, 
when whe megroes stumbled ‘out of 
their warm :colonist berths into ‘the 
teath of the storm. 

‘Coming trom ithe sunny siowth, the 
bitter cold took ‘their ibreath away, 
and they ihuddled together in gnoups 
and shivered. 

iNevertheless, they made little pro- 
test at the cold, and were soon ihappy 
and singing in ithe warmth af ithe im- 
migration hall annex.

It has also sanctioned the im 
port from Denmark with a ten days’ 
quarantine, and to a smaller extent 
the import from Austria. But there 
can be no talk of the abolition or even 
lowering of the duties on meat or fod © 
der. Nor can there be a lowering of 
railway freight rates they are already 
at.a minimum. A rise in price is not 4 
denied; but it coresponds to a rise 
in prices all along the line. 

The consumption of horseflesh has 
fallen off throughout the empire and 
the consumption of fish has not risen 
as it would have done ii there was 
a serious meat scarcity. All this 
is doubtless true from the statesman's 
point of view, but it is equally tne 
that there is a real scarcity of mat 
among the working classes. | am tdld 
of a bricklayer with a family of nine 
children for whom soup with half a 
pound of meat is the regular met 
meal, and that only twice a week 
And this, probably, represents a com 
mon state of things.
